mate object, The existence of the optic nense proves light, 


color, etc.; the existence of the auditory nense proves sound د‎ 
the olfactory, odors, etc. So the existence of the amative 
powers presupposes sex; the existence of the philoprogenitive 


instinct presupposes its objects, and the existence of the moral 


facolties unequivocally attest the moral relatiuns into which 


leaves uuproved. 

Taking the exiatence of God as an entablisbed fact, let us 
again inquire who he is? 

The answer to this inquiry may be further elicited by an- 
other inquiry, namely: What does this instinct of worship 
require’ What does the heart of man demand! I affirm 
that Gone other than a human God will satisfy it; none olber 
will meot ite wants and answer its devotional impulses and 
desires. No man can worship a principle. He might as 
vell worship electricity or magnetism. No man can worship 
the totality of law ; none can worship Nature, or the soul of 
the universe. Pantbeiam is as much out of the question here 
as Atheism. An organized, personal, intelligent, and emo- 
tional human God is the only God that can be worshiped by 
the beart of man—the only God that can be loved with a hu- 
man love, and the only God that can be rationally conceived 
ونا‎ the human mind. 

We have nhown, in ۵ previous paper, thatlif God in to be 
known and believed in at all, he اسم‎ be conceived in the 
boman form and character, inasmuch to ۸+ he must be some- 
thing, and to be something he must be in form, and to be io form 
سلا‎ must be conceived in the human form, as we can nul imagine 
سا‎ conceive a higher. This is in keeping with the universal ex- 
perience and history of mankind. This argument acquires 
additional force from the lact that the race of man can come 
into no moral aad spiritual relations with any but a human 
God. How could 1 love, treat with, worship, offend, appease, 
honor or adore a principle, or a brain, or the Soul of the 
world? 1 might as well make convention with the stars, or 
confer with the winds or tides! Is it not therefore plain, 
that if we have to do with God ar all—that if we can come 
into any intellectual, moral, or spiritual relations with bim, he 
must be human, Without this homan character we can hare 
nothing to do with birm. 

It haa already been stated, thar the atudy of theology, 
through the physical sciences exclusively, leads to Material- 
jam, or Atheram, And even if the atudent of the physical 
sciences recognizes and affirms a spiritual apbere or apheres 
indwelling in the patural forms, as their soute of العا‎ ng 
Propertien, without ai the same time consulting his heart's in- 
atioct of Deity—without a spiritual pererption of God, he in- 
evitably terminates in Pantheism. We munt look deeper into 
our own hearta than we have yet done to wave ٥ from this 
result. Pantheinm bids fair to be the fashionable theology 
among the transcendental metaphynicians and philosophers, 
Bat it in a spurious theology thrown off by the vad, and with 
which the Aeart bas had nothing to do. tis مد‎ cold aa an 
icicle, and barren as a rock. The derotional instinct prompt- 
ly rejects it, and the heart revolts ar it. Ip a matter that en: 
gages our affections, as well as our inteUects, we can not 
divorce them. The former will be heard, no matter what the 
latter may dictate. Tha truth is, there is a perfret harmony 
and accord between them ; and that, too, without the surrender 
the least of the demands of either—without any compromise 


man comer with his fellow-man. In like manner the exiat- 


ence of adevotional inatinct—of a faculty of reverence and 


worahip in the human soul—ondeniably attests the existence 
of its proper object—God. The heart and soul of man de- 
mands a God as imperatirely as the eye demands light, the 


ear sound, or the foot an earth ما‎ walk on. God has ineflace- 


ably recorded the great fact of bis existence on hin creature's 
own heart. This record can be read oot only in the heart of 
each man, but ip the hiswry of the religious sentiment of all 
races, and apes, and people. None ever existed that believed 
not io the existence of a Supreme Being—some all-powerful 
agent orerruling all mundane afairs. From the isles io the 
South Pacific to Greenland, and from Capo Town to Spitzbes- 
gen, are everywhere to be found the belief in, and worship of, 


a Supreme Bang. The myriads of China, and Japan, and 
India, and Africa's awarthy millions, with همه‎ voice testily 
bumanity’s instinctive belief in the existence of God. The 
same instinct of Deity that impelled Egypt's long-buried races 
tw put their toil and genius opon the ‘Temple of Jupiter Am- 
moo, on the banks of the Nile—to excogitate its matchless 
architecture, and adorn its ample aislea and ways, is the very 


game instinct of Deity which built Trinity church, and deco- 
rated its altar, and stained iı, windows, and erected its lofty 
spire’ The mosque and the cathedral arch, and the village 
church nteeple, all date from the name devotional feeling, na- 
ire to the haman heart and ادم‎ The development of this 
worshiping instinct, and the results of its activity, more grapb- 
ically orark the history of the haman race than even the social 
and political phases i: has passed through. In all ancient 
umen, so far as we hare any record, the fear and worship of 
a Supreme ur Superior Being bas been elevated above all 
other dues, and more temples and alters were dedicated to, 
and more rites and ceremonies inatituted for, his worship than 
were ever the outgrowth of any other faculty, All time یا‎ 
full of the monuments and tentimonien of humanity’ instinct 
of worship.

ruling faculty of the soul, and if there ıs any truth in the وا‎ 
ealizations of the faculties in the brain, it ıs, by virtue of ما‎ 
preeminence alone, nghtly assigned the topmost place. It is 
very true thai the growth and exercise of this faculty in times 
of ignorance and undevelopment hare been misdirected and 
pervgrted. Il is very true that the darkened infelleet of the 
savage has conceived bım a crurl and savage being : that the 
warnor has conceived him a God of war ; the despot as ھ‎ God 
of arbitrary dominion, ete. It in very true that under the 
various forms and characters io which he han been conceived 
by undeveloped races, and tribes, and nations, he bas been 
worshiped by human nacrificen, by blood, by infant life, by 
lasting and feasting, by dread inflictiona, countless ceremoniala, 
aod solemn orgies.
